We  have  oc- 
cupied by  aheer  force  all  the  village  of 
Bonehea  and  have  advanced  toward  the 
MWt,  In  the  direction  of  Oirenchy. 
>  "More  to  tha  aouth  we  reached  La 
foil*  and  paahed  to  the  north  of  Thelua 
•a  far  aa  the  destroyed  telegraph. 

"We  took  In  the  course  of  thla  ac- 
tion about  1,000  prikonera. 

"In  Champagne  our  troopa  continue 
to  gain  ground.  After  having  crosaed 
on  nearly  the  whol*  front  extending 
between  Auberive  and  Vllle  Sur  Tourbe. 
the  powerful  network  of  trenches,  pas- 
/Mges,  small  forta  and  aheltera  perfect- 
ed by  the  enemy  during  long  months, 
our  troopa  advanced  towarda  the  north, 
icompelling  the  aerman  troopa  to  fall 
^aok  OB  their  trenchea  of  the  second 
.;>oaltion.  from  three  to  four  kilometres 
to  the  rear.  The  struggle  continues  on 
tha  whole  front 

"We  have  reached  L'Bpigne  de  Vede- 
grange  from  8ouain  to  S^me,  and  the 
Ji^t  on  the  road  from  Souain  to  Ta- 
^ure.  Mora  to  the  east  we  are  holding 
tha  farm  of  Mhlson  de  Champagne. 

"Tha  enemy  Buffered  very  Important 
loasea.  Ha  left  In  the  worka  which  he 
abandoned  conaiderable  material  which 
•haa  not  yet  been  Inventoried.  Already 
the  capture  of  twenty-four  field  guns 
•is  recorded. 

"The  numbar  of  prisoners  la  Increas- 
ing steadily  and  actually  la  mora  than 
,1 0,000  men,  ntit  wounded,  of  whan  at 
least  300  ant  ofllccrw. 

"The  total  number  ut  prlsonert,  cap-

;raen.  not  wounded." 

LONDON,  Sept.  17.— The  Britlnh 
forces  which  assumed  the  offensive  In

.According  to  a  report  of  Field  Marshal 
«lr  John  French,  made  public  yester- 
day by  the  offlclal  press  bureau.  In 
«ome  instances  the  British  troops 
penetratad  the  Qerman  positions  for  » 
^istano*  of  <.000  yarda. 

The  Britiyh  aoldlera  captured  the 
•wealern  outakirts  of  Hulluch.  the  vll- 
Jace  of  Loos  and  the  mining  works 
■round   It  and   Hill  No.   70. 

"There  has  been  severe  fighting  to- 
4]ay,"s  said  the  ufflclBl  communication. 
••On  the  {ground  won  by  us  yesterday 
the  enomy  Is  makinfc  determined 
counter-attacks  eant  and  i^ortheast  uf 
IjOoh. 

"The  result  of  thla  fighting  is  that, 
except  just  iioHh  uf  Loos,  we  hold  i^U 
the  ground  called  yesterday.  Including 
the    whole    of    Loos    Itseli. 

"This  evening  wo  retook  the  auar- 
rlfs  northwest  of  Ilutluoh.  which  were 
■won  and  lost  yesterday.  We  have 
drawn  in  the  enemy's  roservos,  en- 
vbllng  the  Kr,»nch  on  our  right  to  make 
further  progress. 

"The  numner  of  prisoners  collected

It  will 
be  placed  under  the  financial  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  the  Masaey- 
Harrla  Company,  of  which  Sir  Lyman 
la  the  head. 

A  110,000  armored  biplane  haa  been 
offered  to  th*  oause  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Gage, 
publisher  and  pbllanthroplat  of  Toron- 
to.

Ten  Thousand  Citizens  of  To- 
ronto Hear  Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den's Story  of  Brave  Dpeds 
of  Canadians. 


TORONTO.  Sept.  27.— Ten  thousand 
citlsens  gathered  in  the  arena,  here  to-' 
night,  to  greet  Sir  Robert  Borden  on 
the  occaalon  of  his  first  appearance  In 
this  city  aince  hia  return  from  Eng- 
land and.  the  scene  of  the  war.  The 
meeting  was  marked  by  great  enthual- 
asm.  The  audience  gave  the  Premier  a 
tremendous  ovatioa  The  Prime  Minis- 
ter's speech  consisted  very  largely  of 
his  story  of  his  recent  trip  across  the 
Atlantic,  and  In  telling  of  his  maifV 
visits  to  Canadian  soldiers  at  the  front, 
at  camp,  and  in  the  hospitals  and  In  the 
convalescent  homes  In  England.  He 
apoka  of  the  general  recognition  of 
Canadian  valor,  and  particularly  dwelt 
on  the  fact  that,  while  In  Bngland.  the 
Canadians  had  conducted  themselves  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  command  the  re- 
spect of  all. 

Sir  Robert  brought  the  crowd  most 
Intimately  in  touch  with  scenes  at  the 
tront,  and  time  and  time  again  his 
hearers  broke  into  tremendous  applause 
aa  he  told  the  atory  of  aoma  heroic  ac- 
tion or  referred  to  some  event  In  which 
the  cause  of  tha  Allies  had  been  fur- 
thered. The  Premier  was  accompanied 
by  Mr  R.  B.  Bennett.  M.  P..  who.  In  a 
ringing  speech,  brought  home  to  those 
present  the  need  and  the  pressins  duty 
of  Immediate  action  either  In  the  mat- 
ter of  enlisting  for  overscaa  service  or 
helping  to  bear  the  financial  burdens 
connected  with  the  war.  Mr.  James  A. 
Norrls,  president  of  the  Central  Con- 
servative Asooelation.  acted  aa  chair- 
man  of    the    meeting.

Sir  Robert  first  paid' a  tribute  to  the 
etficienoy  of  the  CanadUn  troops  now 
training  at  Niagara. 

"I  have  had  the  opportunity."  he  aald, 
"of  seeing  great  numbers  of  troops,  and 
I  venture  to  say  no  one  has  ever  seen 
a  finer  body  of  men  than 'those  at  Ni- 
agara. All  arrangementa  are  highly 
aattafactory.  Canada  haa  done  her 
part  and  must  continue  to  do  ao. 

"We  have  sent  oversea  a  more  than 
S;t,000  men.  When  those  now  under 
orders  depart.  Canada  will  hare  eent 
to  the  front/more  than  Britain  sent  out 
to  the  Crimea.  Wo  have  also  estab- 
lished in  Britain,  France,  and  the  Dar- 
danellea.  sixteen  Canadian  hospitals  for 
all  the  forcea  of  the  Kmplre.

LONDON,  Kept  Ji.— The  first  con- 
signment of  wounded  from  the  latest 
battle  on  the  western  front  reached 
London  at  midnight  last  night.  The 
twelve  men  in  the  party  were  guarded 
carefully  from  a  curious  crowd  at  the 
railway  station. 

"It  raftlly  began  on  Friday  with  a 
heavy  artillery  action."  The  Dally  Mall 
quotea^one  of  the  wounded  officers  as 
aaylng.  "On  Saturday  morning,  under 
a  hurricane  of  shratmel.  the  infantry 
leaped  out  with  abort,  sharp  rushes. 
The  German  trenches  were  at  a  dis- 
tance of  four  hundred  yards. 

"There  waa  aome  fine  work  with  the 
t>ayonet  and  huridreds  of  prisoners  gave 
themselves  up  with  apparent  eagerness. 
Their  willingness  to  be  captured  wan 
the  moat  aurprlsing  thing  of  tha  whole 
business.  Many  of  them  were  old  man 
who  seemed  crushed  and  exhausted."

Vigorous  Attack  on  German 
Lines  Is  Still  Being  Pushed 

»  — Position  of  the  Russian 
Armies  Gives  Less  Anxiety. 


LONDON,  Sept  27.— The  great  offen- 
sive of  the  French  and  British  forces 
against  both  sides  of  the  "elbow  Joint" 
of  the  German  positions  on  the  West- 
em  front  haa  not  alackened,  but  Gen- 
eral Joffre'a  afternoon  bulletin  has  no 
aewa   of   outstanding   success. 

The  British  official  sUtement  told 
briefly  of  heavy  loupes  Inflicted  on  the 
Ocrmans  ferlhweat  of  IluUuvb.  where 
neav>r  Gernuin  cdttnter-attacks  were  car- 
ried out  during  the  course  of  the  day. 
Berlin  roalntalna  that  by  means  of 
counter-attacks  the  Allies'  drives  have 
been  checked,  with  heavy  loss,  but  hs 
the  Germans  make  no  claim  of  having 
recovered  ground  taken  from  them,  the 
Indications  are  that  the  Allied  gains 
on  Saturday  and  Sunday  generally  have 
been  maintained  and  at  some  points  Im- 
proved, and  that  the  fighting  haa 
reached  the  stage  of  vicious  attack  and 
counter-attack  which  may  peralat  for 
weeka 

It  la  estimated  that  the  prisoners 
captured  by  the  Allies  during  the  rush 
win  reach  a  total  of  >more  than  2S,000, 
but  this  Is  offset  to  some  extent  by 
tho  German  9lalms  that  nearly  7,000 
French  and  British  fell  Into  their  handn. 
Denied  further  newa  of  the  great  bat- 
tle, England  is  awaiting  dcvrlopmentH 
with  an  eagerness  not  equalled  hIiick 
th»;  critical  days  when  the  Germans  fell 
back  from  the  gates  of  I'aris.  In  the 
meantime,  the  public  Is  warned  to  ex- 
pect heavy  losaes.  and  that  the  Ger- 
mane, already  2.000.000  strouK  from  the 
coast  to  the  Swiss  border,  may  throw 
reinforcements  Into  the  line  for  a  strug- 
gle, the  like  of  which  even  this  bloody 
war  has  not  yet  seen. 

Optimists  also  arc  remlndiMl  that  the 
Germans  are  likely  to  put  the  most  de- 
pendence on  their  second  and  third 
line  defences,  relying  upon  mnchine 
guns,  which  means  a  difficult  Usk  Is 
b€fore  the  Allies. 

Reports  from  the  Eastern  front  have 
brought  no  Important  change,  but  Bag- 
land  regards  th^  position  of  the  R«a- 
slsn  «-mles  as  improving  daily,  which 
strengthens  the  hope  here  that  Ger- 
msny  dare  not  weaken  her  700.mlle 
Eastern  front  In  order  to  fill  the  gaps 
in  the  West. 

The  Bulgarldn  situstlon  remains  ot>- 
•cure.  resting  as  it  did  last  week  on  the 
oft-repeated  aseuranoea  of  Sofia  that 
the  country  intends  merely  to  maintain 
an  armed  neutrality. ^

ENEMY  OFFENSIVE  IN 

ARGONNE  IS  FAILURE 


British  Offensive  East  of  Loos 
Is  Progressing— 4)uantKy  of 
War  Supplies  Taken  Not  Yet 
Computed.. 


PARIS.  Sept.  27.— Tha  French  olBelal 
atatement  made  public  tonight  says  that 
the  situation  to  the  north  of  Arraa  re- 
mains unmodified  and  that  the  0ghtliu( 
in  the  Champhgne  contlnuea. 

The  statement  adds  that  the  Oerroana 
today  began  another  offensive  movement 
in  the  Argonne.  but  that  it  w^a  cdm- 
pletL'ly  checked  aud  the  German  loeaea 
were  heavy. 

The  text  of  the  atatement  follows: 

"To  the  uurth  of  Arraa  the  altuation 
is  without  modification.  The  enemy  haa 
reacted  only  feebly  against  the  now  poet* 
tlons  occupied  by  our  troops.  The  num« 
t>er  of  prisotiers  taken  In  that  region  ak* 
ceeds  fifteen  hundred. 

"in  Champagne  the  Iwttle  contihuea 
Without  ceasing.  Our  troopa  are  at  pte» 
sent  un  a  front  taken  before  the  seeond' 
position  of  the  German  defenoea,  marked 
by  Hill  No.  IIS  to  the  west  of  the  Navar- 
rin  farm,  the  Huualn  Hillock,  the  Tree  of 
HIU  No.  103,  and  the  village  and  bllleek 
of  Tahurc. 

"The  numl>er  of  cannon  captured  from 
the  enemy  haa  not  yet  been  computed* 
but  exceeds  seventy  field  guns  and  heavy 
pieces,  of  which  twenty-three  were  eap- 
tured  bir  the  Britlah  tlttny. 

"The  Germans  undartook  today  In  the 
Argonne  an  offenglve  movement  which 
waa  completely  stopped.  On  four  occa- 
sions they  attempted  an  infantry  aaeault 
on  our  positions  at  La  I'Mlle  Morte.  after 
having  violently  liombarded  them  ^wtth 
pitijectllea  of  heavy  calibre  and  auffoeat. 
ing  ahella.  The  enemy  waa  able  to 
reach  only  a  few  pointa  of  our  trenchea 
along  the  whole  of  the  first  Una.  He 
was  stopped  there  by  the  fire  from  our 
supporting  trenches,  and  haa  b««n  re« 
pulsed  elsewhere  with  heavy  leases.

Entrance  to  the  Canal  at  Zeebruffe 
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London  Papers  Comment  With 
Satisfaction  on  Allies'  Ad- 
vance —  Chronicle  Warns 
Against  Too  Great  Optimism 


UDNDON.  Sept.  27.— London  received 
the  news  of  the  succeiweB  of  the  Allies 
on  t^e  western  front  early  on  Suntlmjr  af> 
ternoon.  and  it  spread  rapidly  by  meana 
of  extra  editiona  of  the  newspapers.  In 
the  hotels,  clubs  and  churches  great  Jay 
was  shown.  ^n  many  Instances  the 
churches  turned  their  evening  services 
Into  meetings  of  thanksgiving. 

The  morning  newspapers  today  em- 
pldyed  the  biggest  type  they  have  used 
during  the  war  In  telling  of  the  pro* 
gress  of  the  British  and  I'Vench  troops. 
Editorially  they  greet  the  news  with  en- 
thusiasm and  express  relief  for  the  vic- 
tories after  months  of  waiting.  Some  of 
the  newspapers  evince  gratiflcatlon  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  they  deem  the 
gains  of  the  Allies  as  offsets  to  the  week- 
end casualty  lists  they  publish  this 
morning,  giving  the  names  of  103  offlcera 
and  3,174  men  who  have  either  been 
killed  or  wounded  or  are  missing. 

The  editorials  announce  the  realisation 
that  the  pushing  forward  of  the  British 
and  French  troops  means  further  heavy 
losses,  but  all  of  the  writers  welcome 
the  move  as  proving  that  the  German 
front  is  not  Impregnable.  The  Times 
says  it  regrets  that  the  series  of  opera* 
tions  of  such  importance  should  b«  so 
scantily   recorded. 

"Could  the  story  of  Saturday's  action 
have  been  told  in  some  fullness  and  un- 
der due  restrictions,"  aaid  The  Times, 
"it  would  have  carried  a  message  of  Joy 
to  countless  British  homes.  The  nation 
Aeeds  cheering,  and  the  present  occasion 
seems  to  have  afforded  a  suitable  oppor- 
tunity. Presumably  wc  shall  learn  the 
detalla  In  driblets  from  Dutch  or  Ameri- 
can sources,  to  which  the  press  of  this 
country  Is  now  compelled  to  turn  for  in- 
formation, which  Is  often  of  doubtful 
valtOlty." 
The  Daily  News,  in  an  edtiorial,  aays: 
"Yesterday's  news  from  the  Western 
front  is  incomparably  the  best  we  have 
received  since  the  German  advance 
reached  its  turning  point  on  the  Marne 
a  year  ago.  Considered  in  all  details, 
tha  strategic  importance  of  the  sectional 
advances  atands  clearly  ravealed.  The 
operations  between  Ia  Bassee  and  Arras, 
carried  In  close  and  obviously  successful 
combination  by  the  British  and  French 
forces,  have  resulted  in  creating  marked 
salients  at  both  La  Bassee  and  Lens, 
which  win  render  the  continued  tenure  of 
either  town  by  the  enemy  precarious  in 
the  extreme. 

"The  advance  on  Lens  derives  partlcu* 
lar  importance.  The  town  itself  la  im- 
portant Induatrlatly  as  the  heart  of  the 
mining  district,  and  much  more  import- 
ant strategically  as  a  railway  centre, 
with  lines  running  northeast  to  Lille 
and  dua  east  through  Doual  to  Valen- 
ciennes. In  the  light  of  these  considera- 
tions, the  fdct  that  Hill  No.  70  is  now  In 
British  hands  is  of  the  flrst  signincance."

The  Dally  Chronicle  says: 

"The  British  advance  south  of  La 
Bassee  has  thrown  our  troops  right 
•cross  the  road  from  La  Bassee  to  Lens, 
and  our  further  success  In  capturing 
Hill  No.  70  appears  to  bring  Lens  and 
the  railway  south  of  It  well  under  the 
Are  of  our  guns.  Both  towns  and  big 
German  combinations  are  threatened,  and 
their  Importance  to  the  whole  western 
face  of  the  German  positions  in  the 
north  of  France  is  too  well  known  to 
need  emphasis.  Lens  is  at  the  same 
time  directly  menaced  by  the  French  ad- 
vance in  other  ways. 

"The  great  width  of  frontier  on  which 
our  Allies  are  now  advancing  would  en- 
able their  advance  to  be  thrown  forward 
IndeHnltely  so  long  as  It  can  overcome 
frontal  obstacles. 

"It  la  well  at  the  moment  to  cherish 
any  such  hopes  properly  and  with  the 
utmost  caution  and  reserve.  The  Allied 
troops  have  an  immensely  strong  de- 
fenee  to  contend  against,  and  untoward 
Incidents— twenty-four  hours'  rain  or 
the  cutting  of  telephone  linex  or  the 
hombing  of  a  junction — may  often  Inter- 
veae  to  i>poil  the  best  plans. 

"The  present  move  is  made  feasible 
not  only  by  ih«  entry  of  our  new  army 
upon  the  stage  In  very  large  numbers. 
but  aJso  by  the  vigorous  munttionn  cam- 
paign carried  on  in  the  fartvrieH  and 
werkshopH  of  Ora«t  Britain  and  France.

LONDON.  8«pt.  IT.— A  Brttisb  official 
communication  dealing  with  thu  recent 
activity  on  the  Oallipuli  ^nin«ula  aays: 

"The  recent  operations  on  the  Ualli- 
poll  Peninsula  have  been  conllned  main- 
ly to  attacka  from  either  side  by  air- 
craft, to  Iwmbardments  by  artillery  and 
mining.

In  return  our  aeroplanes  counter-at- 
tacked with  bombs  and  blotted  out  a 
hangar  and  did  aome  damage  among  the 
shipping  at   Burgas. 

"During  the  night  of  the  24th  the 
Turks  let  loose  watchdogs  against 
French   patrols.

Times'  Military  Correspondent

LONDON.  Sept,  27.— The  Times' 
military  correspondent  says: 

"The  latest  semi-official  notice  which 
the  press  received  of  the  strength  of 
the  Germans  in  the  west  placed  their 
numbers  at  1.800,000  men  or  there- 
abouts. There  is  no  serious  reason  to

mohtlia.  The  places  of  most  of  these 
units  have  been  taken  by  new  forma- 
tions from  ihe  interior,  while  certain 
numbers  of  men  have  been  added  to 
others  whose  strength  early  In  the  year 
had  not  been  maintained.  There  are 
still  some  94  German  divisions  in  the 
western  theatre.  Most  of  the  German 
cavalry  is  in  the  east,  but  there  is  an 
inordinately  large  proportion  of  heavy 
and  machine  guns  In  the  west. 

"We  rtiust  admit  a  possibility  of  a 
fresh  transfer  of  German  troops  from 
the  east  to  the  west,  but  with  TOO 
miles  for  the  Austro-Germans  to  hold 
in  the  east,  and  with  the  Ilusslun 
armies  still  In  positions  to  light  well, 
the  chances  that  the  Germans  will  be 
able  to  undertake  an  offensive  in  the 
west  with  success  are  not  rosy. 

"If  not  more  than  11  divisions  of  the 
new  army  mentioned  by  Lord  Kiteli- 
ener  are  In  France,  then  we  must  hope 
that  our  power  in  reinforcing  our 
armies  with  new  divisions,  as  ''apart 
from  the  (luestlon  of  maintaining  them 
Xcr  long  In  tht  fleld,  is  greater  than 
;the  German  power  In  the  samewtense. 

"We  have  a  hard  nut  to  crack,  now 
'that  we  have  passed  to  the  offensive. 
The  ground  in  front  of  us  Is  honey- 
'corabcd  with  trenches.  The  Germans 
liave  ail  the  best  of  the  ground.  The 
"masses  of  German  troops  which  came 
into  Flanders  in  the  autumn  of  1914  are  i 
•still  for  the  greater  part  on  our  front. 
'We  have  no  .\isne  or  Argonne  or 
Reuthe  or  Vosges — no  natural  line  of 
defence,  in  short — to  lighten  our  task. 
The  Schledt  and  Meuse  In  our  front 
are  all  fortl/led  fcy  the  enemy." 


LONDON.  Sept.  27.— The  eituatlon  In 
the  Balkans  and  the  Intentions  of  Bul- 
Karia  are  still  surrounded  with  consid- 
erable mystery.  Bulgaria,  which  had 
been  deflnitely  placed  on  the  side  of  the 
Central  Powers  as  the  insult  of  recent 
news  from  Sofla.  officially  informed  Lha 
Untente  Powers  today  that  he^  mobilisa- 
tion had  been  ordered  in  the  national  In- 
terests and  that  it  had  not  the  sllgbteat 
aggressive  character. 

The  Bulgarian  Premier.  M.  RadOsla> 
vofT,  in  an  interview  with  the  Sofla  Cor« 
restwndent  of  The  Berlin  Tageablatt.  re- 
iterated this  statement,  but  It  is  note- 
worthy that>  while  he  said  ths  meaaure 
was  not  directed  against  Greece  or  Rou- 
mania  lie  omitted  Serbia,  attacka  upon 
which  state  have  been  considered  to  ba 
the  intentiop  of.  the  Bulgarian  Qovsrn- 
ment  In  their  effort  to  regain  Mace- 
dont». 

Such  an  attack,  it  Is  peintsd  out. 
would  bring  Greece  to  the  side  of  her 
ally  and,  as  in  the  last  Balkan  war, 
Greece,  Serbia,  and  possibly  Iloumanla, 
would  be  found  upppsed  to  Bulgaria. 
Rounnanla  has  already  mobilised,  and 
Greece  Is  taking  similar  action.  The 
conclusion,  therefore,  haa  been  drawn 
here  that  they,  at  least,  fear  that  Bul- 
garia haa  aggressive  designs,  if  not 
agaipst  Greece,  then  against  Serbia. 

King  Constantine  and  the  Greek  Pre- 
mier, M.  VenlzeloB,  apparently  have  en- 
tirely composed  the  differences  which 
led  to  their  Beparation  when  the  Pre- 
mier early  in  the  war  wanted  to  Join  the 
Allies  against  Turkey.  The  whole  mat- 
ter may  yet  be  smoothed  over,  as  Bul- 
garia is  continuing  her  negotiations  with 
the  Entente  Powers,  the  Bulgarian  min- 
ister at  Petrograd  having  had  a  long 
conference  with  the  Russian  Foreign 
Minister,  M.  Sazonoff.  while  the  minis- 
ters at  other  capitals  Insist  that  the 
Bulgarians  would  not  flght  against  their 
old  friends.  Great  Brluin  and  Russia. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  Austro-German 
offensive  against  .Serbia  which  aeems  to 
have  been  delayed,  might  light  the 
torch  that  would  set  the  whole  Balkans

H.  Ommuadsen.  the  champion  shot  of 
the  British  Empire,  Is  reported  to  have 
been  killed  in  action  In  Klandera  A 
brother,  Mr.  Louis  Ommundsen,  who 
was  also  a  noted  rifleman  l>efore  he 
left  the  army,  resides  In  this  city  at 
Park  Boulevard,  and  an  aunt,  Mrs.  V. 
Jenson,   lives  at  SOS  Government  Street. 

Lieut.  Ommundsen  a'as  the  possessor 
of  almost  twice  as  many  trophies  won 
through  his  proW^ss  as  a  marksnutn 
as  any  other  living  mai(.  and  for 
years  was  regarded  by  experts  as  In  a 
class  by  himself.  He  visited  Victoria 
seven  years  ago  as  a  meml>er  of  the 
famous  British  rifls  t'eam  which  toured 
the   Empire. 

Born  36  years  ago  at  Alloa.  Scotland, 
he  was  educated  at  Edinburgh  and 
Joined  the  6th  Royal  Scots  when  only  a 
youth.  He  later  Joined  the  Queen's 
Edinburgh  Royal  Scots,  who  are  now  at 
the  Dardanelles.  Several  years  ago  he 
obtained  a  commission  in  the  Honorable 
Artillery  Company.  When  war  broke 
out  he  was  appointed  Instructor  of 
musketry  at  Blackheath,  London,  and 
later  became  instructor  of  musketry 
and  bomb-throwing  at  the  Tower  of 
London.  He  went  to  the  front  early 
last  Spring  and  had  been  in  the  fight- 
ing line  since  June.  For  five  years  pre- 
ceding the  war  he  resided  In  Ixtndon. 
His  mother,  two  brothers  and  a  sister 
survive    him.

Lieut.  Ommumlsen  gained  prizes  at 
almost  every  tournament  In  which  he 
competed.  He  won .  a  cup  and  several 
medals  at  the  Olympic  sports  held  at 
Stockholm,  where  he  was  paid  a  sing- 
ular tribute  by  the  captain  of  the 
United  States  team,  who  said  that  he 
undoubtedly  outclassed  all  other  marks- 
men present.  He  won  the  King's  Prise 
in  1901.  This  trophy  Is  the  one  which 
all  great  riflemen  strive  to  win.  In 
1899  he  won  the  St.  Oeorge's  prize,  and 
he  led  in  the  •Grand  Aggregate  no  less 
than  three  times.  He  won  two  silver 
and  two  bronze  King's  medals  at  various 
eventH.  ami  also  the  Duke  of  Cambridge 
Cup,  the  Association  Cup  twice  and  the 
Caledonian  Shield  Ave  times.  He  wss 
the  Service  Rifle  champion  twice  and 
wan  the  winner  of  The  Dally  Graphic 
and  Graphic  cups,  alxo  Martin's  '  Cup. 
When  tourlnjr  the  Empire  with  the 
British  rifle  team  he  was  second  In  the 
contest  for  the  King's  Prize  while  In 
Au«tralla.

FISHEflY  SEASON  POOR

VANCOUVKR,  Sept.  27. — Very  few  of 
the  salmon  canneries  on  the  Kraser 
Klver  are  now  working  except  in  a  de- 
sultory way  ailing  up  what  cans  are 
left  and  waiting  for  a  possible  late  ad- 
vent of  cohoes.  About  »O0.a«a  hump- 
backs, besides  sprlnga.  dog  salmon  and 
cohoes  have  gone  from  tbe  Fraaer  to 
Puget  Sound.  All  of  these  could  have 
been  put  up  on  this  side  if  American 
buyers  had  not  been  allowed  to  come  in 
and  pay  fancy  prices  for  humptwcka  «t 
the  tall  end  of  tbe  season.  The  Fraaer 
River  canners  claim  that  tbe  Americana 
could  not  afford  to  pay  these  prices  with 
any  reasonable  expectation  of  making 
profit  on  the  goods,  but  under  the  con- 
ditions existing  on  Puget  Sound  the  osn- 
iiers  are  under  contract  with  their  em- 
ployees to  pay  tbe  aversge  of  38  cents 
per  case  on  the  cases  contracted  to  be 
filled,  whether  that  number  is  paclied  or 
not.  Thus  It  paid  them  to  face  tbe  lesacr 
luss  on  buying  and  packing  humpbacks 
Inatead  of  paying  the  twunty  of  38  cents 
per  case  on    unfilled  cans. 

This  year  the  Puget  Sound  packers 
have  for  the  fimt  time  in  many  yeais 
put  up  fewer  sockeyes  than  the  canncra 
on  the  Kraser.  The  Puget  Sound  pack 
of  sockeyes  Is  estimated  at  ta.aoa  cases, 
while  the  Fraser  River  pack  will  gu  73- 
000.  This  shortage  of  sockeyes  made  the 
Puget  Sound  cannera  doubly  anxious  to 
get  the  other  fish. 

A  prominent  Puget  Sound  t>acker  in  a 
letter   to  a   Vancouver  friend   said: 

"Something  will  hsve  to  lie  done  to 
regulate  the  Ashing.  I  have  always 
claimed  that  the  traps  were  not  the 
menace  to  the  fishing  business  that  a 
great  many  thought.  They  arc  fixed  ap- 
pliances, and  never  did  take  more  than 
the  fringe  of  a  school  of  fish.  If  we  are 
going  to  work  along  the  lines  of  con- 
servation the  trap-fishing-  is  better  then 
any  other  metbo<I.  There  Is  never  the 
waste,  and  they  always  let  fish  enough 
get  by.  but  today  the  purse  seiners 
cover  the  waters  from  outside  Cape  Flat, 
tery  to  the  boundary  line.  They  even  go 
up  to  the  traps  and  tie  to  them  and  take 
the  fish  Inat  should  go  into  the  traps. 
If  this  Is  continued  It  will  not  take  long 
to  wipe  out  the  fishing  industry.  On 
Puget  Sound  and  Fraser  River  this  year 
no  one  has  made  a  dollar  among  tlw 
purse  seiners,  the  trap  men  or  the  csn- 
nerymen.  and  it  Is  time  to  sec  if  some 
move  c«n  not  Ite  made  towards  the 
adoption  of  more  sensible  roetho<ls  of 
handling  the  salmon  catching  and  pack- 
ing.'

Bearing  new  honors  wlilch  were  con- 
ferred upon  him  at  last  week's  conven- 
tion of  the  Union  of  B.  C  Municlpalitiei, 
at  ChllUwaok,  Mayoc  Stewart  returned 
to  the  city  yesterday  accompanied  b>  Al- 
derman Bell  and  City  Comptroller  Uay- 
mur,  the  other  two  delegates  whr  repre- 
sented the  City  of  Victoria  at  the  an- 
nual gathering  of  municipal  representa- 
tives. His  Worship  was  uleeted  presi- 
dent of  the  union,  the  nrst  time  the  ponl- 
tion  has  been  held  by  a  mayor  of  Vic- 
toria. 

Mayor  Stewart  stated  that  the  con- 
vention had  l>een  a  success,  and  wlille  on 
some  of  tho  points  upon  which  discus- 
sion occurred  there  had  been  keen  discus- 
sion and  some  differences  of  opinion,  tha 
gathering  had  proved  most  enjoyablo 
and  a  large  amount  of  very  important 
business,  from  a  municipal  standpoint, 
was  transacted.

Exhibits  at  Saanich  Fair  Indi- 
cate Several  Lines  Which 
Agriculturists  Could  Take 
Up  With  Profit. 


Victorians  who  visited  the  annual 
agricultural  fair  of  the  Saanich  Agri- 
cultural Association  lust  Friday  and 
Saturday  were  struck  with  the  exhibits 
made  by  the  l>omlnion  Kxperlmental 
•■'arm  under  the  dirt-ctipn  of  Professor 
J^tevenson.  To  visitors  from  the  city, 
not  themselves  agriculturists,  the  ex- 
amination of  that  and  other  exhibits 
from  the  district  proved  a  surprise  and 
a  better  appreciation  of  the  possibil- 
llles  of  the  Saanich  Penin.sula  as  an  ag- 
ricultural centre  was  obtained.  The 
value  of  the  experimental  work  being 
carried  on  at  the  experimental  farm 
was  displayed  In  excellent   manner.       v 

In  a  chat  which  Commissioner  Cuth- 
bert,  of  the  Victoria  and  Island  Develop- 
ment AHsocintion,  had  with  Professor 
Stevenson  some  very  profitable  lines 
of  agriculture  were  referred  to  by  the 
latter  as  most  applicable  to  this  section. 
For  instance  a  profitable  thint  would  be 
the  growing  of  Kngllsh  walnuts.  In 
California  the  walnut  production  has  be- 
come a  large  Industry  which  has  paid 
well,  and  with  climatic  conditions  here 
favoring  the  i)roduction.  of  that  type 
of  article  attention  thereto  would  un- 
doubtedly   prove    profitable. 

Another  line  which,  at  prices  pre- 
vailing here,  should  be  a  most  profit- 
able one  and  which  would  require  but 
little  attention,  is  bee  culture.  As  a 
Bide  line  of  money-making  possibilities 
farmers  would  find  it  attractive. 
Orowth  of  Alfalfa 

The  growth  of  alfalfa  Is  another 
possibility.  The  experiments  at  the  Do- 
minion Kxperlmental  Kami  have  proved 
the  possibilities  here  of  that  grain  and 
with  the  improvement  in  the  seeds  a 
brand  of  seed  had  been  secured  which 
obviates  the  difficulty  hitherto  experi- 
enced In  this  section  by  the  fact  that 
the  clay  sub-soil  has  proved  impervi- 
ous to  the  growth  of  roots.  The  new 
seed  produces  a  growth,  the  roots  of 
which  do  not  penetrate  the  sub-soil  but 
spread  over  the  top  thereof.  The  old 
method  was  to  blast  the  sub-soil  to  per- 
mit of  the  roots  penetrating  down  in 
search  of  moisture.  The  experiments  at 
the  Knrm  show  that  there  is  little 
reason  why  a  grower  should  not  secure 
three   cropa   of   alfalfa   per   year. 

Corn,  too,  is  another  product  which 
experiments  at  the  farm  have  shown 
would  do  well  on  the  Peninsula.  Kx- 
periinents  with  "Stowells  Kvergreen" 
seed  have  resulted  in  a  product  the 
."Stock  of  which  is  sweeter  than  other 
grades  and  exceptionally  good  for  food 
for  cattle  while  for  human  consumption 
the  cob8  are  particularly  fine  in  «iual- 
Ity.  It  Is  Professor  Stevenson's  opin- 
ion that  the  grower  of  corn  need  not 
go  to  any  considerable  expense  in 
erecting  silos.  All  that  is  needed  in 
this  section  is  a  fir-stave  receptacle 
which  would  cost  175  or  more,  accord- 
ing to  size.  thouKh  the  lesKcr  amount 
would  prove  sufficient  for  the  average 
farmer.

Advice  for  land  owners  who  are  In 
doubt  as  to  the-nature  of  the  crop  to 
grow  upon  their  holdings  will  be  avail- 
able  hereafter  through  the  medium  of 
the  rKimlnlon  Kxperlmental  Farm  at 
Baxan  Bay.  Saanich.  Samples  of  tha 
earth  sent  to  the-  farm  will  be  forward- 
ed to  Ottawa  and  carefully  analysed  by 
the  experts  at  the  Dominion  Kxperl- 
mental Farm  there  and  the  complete 
analysis,  with  advice  as  to  the  best 
product",  to  l>«  grown  upon  the  parti- 
cular soil,  will  he  forwarded  to  the  land 
owner. 

This  assl?<tance  to  the  growers  of 
this  section  will  pro%e  of  the  greatest 
value,  as.  once  the  Ingredionts  of  the 
soil  are  known,  the  choice  of  the  crop 
to  be  raised  is  not  difTlfult.  ami  tho 
grower  will  thus  be  assisted  In  his  work 
and.  prohshly.  prevonted  from  making  a 
mlMtake  which  he  would  blame  upon  tl»e 
poor  quality  of  th«  soil,  whsreaa  his 
failure  would  be  the  resolt  of  a  wronc 
i«r|e«<tlon  of  crop  to  bo  ralsM.

Tka  •^JoaraaUst'* 

The  Ladles'  Field-  has  been  giving  a 
series  of  articles  on  occupations  for 
women,  and  near  the  close  It  mentions 
Journalism.  The  article  is  by  no  means 
an  encouraging  one  The  natural  quali- 
flcatlons  must  be  of  no  mean  order,  as 
the   following   paragraph   points  out. 

It  Is  not  enough  that  a  girl  should 
fall  under  the  glanoour  of  the  Press,  and 
it  is  not  a  sufficient  guarantee  of  success 
in  the  desired  vocation  that  she  has 
gained  d^atinctlon  in  school  or  college  in 
"essay  writing,"  or  in  literature,  or  even 
that  she  takes  pleasure  in  the  intimacy 
of  books.  Such  quallflcatlons  arb  desir- 
able and  would  certainly  prove  helpful  in 
a  life  on  the  Press,  but  for  the  produc- 
tion of  a  first-rate  Journalist  there  muHt 
be  present  such  incipient  attributes  as  a 
deep  sympathy  with  human  affairs,  emo- 
tiona  and  thought,  a  flair  for  public 
events,  a  sense  of  proportion  in  the 
values  ot  life,  a  large  capacity  for  the 
aasimilatlon  of  fact  and  varying  "pointdi 
of  view,"  combined  with  a  somewhat 
rare  power  of  emotion  which,  for  want 
of  a  better  term,  may  "be  called'  the 
quality   of  "being   easily    moved." 

Training  Is  long  and  dlfflcult,  and 
employment  is  uncertain,  while  salarieR 
are  seldom  large.  And  y«t  the  writer, 
L.  Keyser  Teats,  has  this  to  say: 

"On  the  other  band,  the  would-be  can- 
didate should  realise  what  a  mighty 
power  for  good  is  the  sincere  and  effi- 
cient journalist.  She  should  know,  too, 
that  to  a  true  Journalist  the  joy  of 
creation,  whether  of  a  "leader,"  an  articlo 
or  a  paragraph,  never  wanes,  and  tfi.if 
(such  is  the  glory  of  the  vocation),  if  a' 
hoary,  much  tried  frequenter  of  I'leet 
Street  were  allowed  another  chance  in 
life,  he  would  prob&bly  re-choosc  tho 
old  calling  of  journalism." 

Many  of  the  great  London  papers  have 
ladles  on  their  staffs  and  a  number  of 
the  women's  magazines  a'"c  edited  by 
women.  Among  these  Is  Miss  Rita  Shell, 
who  has  for  ten  years  been  editor  of  The 
Lady.  The  most  eminent  woman  jour- 
nalist in  Erfgland  is  said  to  be  MIsh  Bil- 
llngton.  Of  The  Daily  Telegraph..  It  Is 
not  likdy,  on  the  whole,  that  young 
women  who  feel  that  they  have  a  calling 
to  journalism  will  be  deterred  from  »t- 
tcmptinK  the  work  by  the  Writings  of 
The  Field. 


A  •oe«  Work 

It  Is  more  then  a  year  now  since  Mlsa 
Bertha  TVinn  began  her  work  among  the 
children  who  could  not  learn  in  the  pub- 
lic achools.  In  many  reapects  some  of 
these  boys  and  glrla  were  not  different 
from  thefr  classmates.  To  the  ordinary 
observer  their  eyes  necmed  as  bright 
and  their  faces  as  attractive  as  those 
of  the  little  folk  with  whom  they  played. 
In  others  the  mental  defect  was  all  too 
plainly  veflet^ted  In  form  or  face.  The 
moat  painataking  of  teachers  could  not 
bring  these  pupils  up  to  their  grade. 
Sometimes  they  could  not  learn  to  read. 
In  other  cases  they  were  unable  to  count. 
The  commanda  or  directions  eaally  un- 
derstood by  other  members  of  the  class 
were  Incomprehensible  to  them.  To  sit 
•till  while  others  were  busied  with 
Usks  they  could  not  perform  was  often 
Impoaslhle.  and  the  boy  or  girl  became 
restless  and  Interrupted  the  othera  at 
their   work. 

As  month  after  month  went  on  with- 
out improvement  the  child  and  teacher 
alike  became  diacouraged.  Sometimes 
parenta  took  the  puplla  from  school. 
Olrlo  could  In  aome  way  asslrt  their 
mothers,  either  In  the  care  of  younger 
children  or  in  th«<  easier  household  tssks. 
The  boys  often  became  Iruanta  and  were 
hut  too  llkejy  to  grow  into  crimlnala  or 
vagrants. 

It  Is  the  hope  of  Miss  Winn  and  the 
many  teacher*  the  world  over,  who  are 
devoting  themselves  to  aimllsr  work,  to 
so  train  such  children  in  self-control,  in 
respect  for  the  rights  of  others,  and  In 
the  development  of  the  faculties  they 
have  that  they  will  become  useful  mcm- 
bera  of  society  Inatead  of  a  menace  to  It. 

That  she  is  succeeding  la  spparent  tn 
the  viMltnr  who  ae*n  each  one  of  her 
thirteen  chargea.  varying  In  agei*  frotn 
eight  to  fifteen,  buax  and  happy.  There 
la  no  diaposlilon  on  tha  pan  of  nne  of 
tkoaa  children  to  annaor.  much  leaa  lo 
Inlnra.  aay  eoairada.  Instead,  the  Im- 
putse  to  help  ha*  heon  at^en«then•^d. 
Weak  mvaslen  are  developed  by  drill  and 
arserrtve  It  la  felt  by  th»  t«a<  her  that 
It  la  bv  ii«ahli»«  theae  children  use  Ihatr 
band*  mat  thar  are  rw<*at  llkoly  ta  ha

and  the  mora  apt  puplla,  and  theaa  are 
talked  over.  There  is  no  attempt  made 
to  keep  the  pupila  together.  Everyone 
does  what  he  can  aa  well  aa  he  can. 

Perhaps  it  is  Tn  the  behaviour  of.  the 
children  that  the  Improvement  ia  moat 
evident  to  tha  ordinary  peraon.  It  is  not 
by  any  means  a  usual  thing  to  see  any 
group  of  children  go  on  with  their  work 
while  the  teacher  ia  busy  with  a  visitor. 
Tet  these  children  will  for  half  an  hour 
or  more  keep  buay,  only  Interrupting  the 
teacher  to  aak  for  necessary  direction! 
and  doing  this  in  a  courteous  way,  with- 
out the  leaat  formality  or  sense  of  re- 
straint. 

One  of  the  pupils  is  a  lad  who  ought 
not  to  t»e  in  such  a  claas,  even  though 
he  is  a  great  help  to  the  teacher.  He 
ia  a  deaf  mute,  of  unusual  ability,  and 
If  placed  in  an  institution  could  learn 
any  trade.  He  has  sl)own  his  aptness 
in  many  ways,  especially  in  repairing 
an  electrical  apparatus  that  was  out  of 
order.  A  mother's  reluctance  to  part 
with  her  son  is  said  to  be  the  reason 
thia  boy  has  been  allowed  to  waste  many 
years  of  life  In  schools  which  cannot 
prepare   him  for    the   future. 

But  enough  has  t>eeh  said  to  show 
that  Miss  Wlnn  is  doing  valuable  work. 
By  the  time  the  children  under  her  care 
are  old  enough  to  leave  school  they  will 
be  ready  to  take  up  such  occupations  as 
they  are  fltted  to  learn.  It  Is  manifeat 
that  many  pupils  cannot  be  taught  by 
any  teacher  in  this  way  and  that  to 
teach  them  at  all  requires  not  only  spe- 
cial aptitude  but  special  training.  But 
to  relieve  society  of  the  burden  of  the 
future  support  of  boys  and  girls  of  this 
class  Is  well  worth  the  cost  of  such  a 
achool.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  so 
far  ss  the  experience  of  Victoria  goes 
the  number  of  girls  who  need  the  at- 
tention of  a  teacher  like  Miss  Winn  is 
much  smaller  than  that  of  the  boys. 
Only  two  girls  are  now  In  the  school, 
one  having  gone  to  the  inatitution  for 
deaf    mutes    in    Wlnnlpeit. 

Though  Victoria  may  congratulate  it- 
self and  thank  the  school  trustees  and 
especially  Mrs.  .Jenkins  on  providing 
tuition  for  children  of  thia  class.  It 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  there  are 
children  in  some  homes  who  cannot 
avail  themselves  of  any  school.  For 
these  Canada  should  have  an  Institu- 
tion. It  is  the  only  civilized  country 
In  the  world  which  does  not  make  pro- 
vision for  those  unfortunate  little  ones 
who  can  never  be  taught  to  care  for 
themselves.  To  allow  these  lo  grow  up 
in  the  homes  is  a  tragedy.  When  the 
day  comes,  as  it  must  come,  when  their 
natural  prntectors  are  taken  from  them, 
or,  as  Is  too  often  the  case,  when  they 
grow  beyond  their  control,  these  unfor- 
tunates become  a  burden  and  sometimes 
a  menace  to  the  nation  that  nexlects  its 
obligations.  If,  at  present,  Canadians 
must  expend  every  energy  and  every 
resource  in  endeavoring  to  assist  the 
Mother  Country  in  the  terrible  struggle 
in  which  she  Ih  engaged,  there  Is  no 
reason  why  the  women  at  home  should 
not  think  about  and  try  to  devine  a 
remedy  for  the  danger  to  our  nation 
which  is  in  our  midst.  Kspecially  in  this 
new  Province  are  effective  meastires 
comparatively  easy.  It  shoul<l  l>e  said 
that  in  almost  every  Instance,  fathers 
and  mothers  have  shown  themselves 
moHt  «i>preclatlve  of  thr  benefitn  their 
children  arc  deriving  from  this  sp<>cial 
school.

'In  the  Kreat  family  that  from  all 
quarters  of  the  world  have  htirrled  to 
ol)ey  the  call  of  ilieir  great  mother, 
none  have  done  Ix-tter  service  than  our 
Australian  sLstern.  Prom  an  editorlul 
in  one  of  tho  paiiem  of  (hat  Common- 
wealth telling  of  the  work  of  women, 
the  following  extract  referring  to  the 
nurses   is   taken: 

"Nor  is  It  only  at  home  that  our  wo- 
men are  working  In  th«>se  days.  It  was 
but  the  other  day  that  the  King  d<>corat- 
ed  two  Australian  nurses  with  the  Tloyal 
Red  Cross  in  rerognitlon  of  their  splen- 
did services  abroad.  One  of  them, 
trained  at  tlip  Coant  Hospital  near  Syd- 
ney, has  been  appointed  by  the  Joint 
War  Committee  to  the  position  of  ma- 
tron of  the  Ftrltish  Red  Cross  Society  in 
France,  where  she  controla  over  four 
hundred  nurses.  We  have  read,  too,  of 
the  work  of  anotlx^r  Australian  nurne 
who  received  her  training  at  the  Royal 
Prince  Alfred  Hospital,  and  after  nine 
months  Knf>nt  as  matron  of  the  Amerl- 
rsn  llonpital  at  Paignton.  In  Devonshire, 
has  been  selfcted  to  take  charge  of  one 
of  the  l)lg  base  hospitals  on  the  east 
coant  of  L:ngland.  Matron  UouM,  one  of 
the  organising  secretaries  uf  the  Ked 
«'ro8s  Society  In  this  city.  \n  now  In 
charge  of  one  of  the  great  military  hos- 
pitals in  Eftypt;  and  there  and  in  other 
hospitals  In  tCgypt,  in  Britain,  and  In 
France,  nome  hundreda  of  Australian 
nurses  are  to  be  found  today.  There  Is 
tittle  of  romance  about  it:  they  have 
gouf  forth,  thene  women,  just  aa  the 
men  have  gone  forth,  to  do  their  duty, 
seeking  neither  fame  nor  reward.  'f^ch 
one."  writes  a  wouiMlad  soldier  from  an 
Rgyptlan  hospital,  "la  a  norem-e  Xight- 
insale.  working  day  and  night,  and  get- 
ting little  reat.  We  can  never  thank 
them    enough    for    iheir    untiring    work.

PROPOSED  BY  GERMAN 

Sr.  Malaleka,    Oaos    Sxpart    at    Krayp 

Worka,  Thiaka  Vraat  Waapon  la

If  a  17-lnch  gun  proved  destructive  of 
all  before  It  in  Belgium,  what  would  be 
the   effect   of   a   3«-lnch    gun? 

The  Idea  appears  to  be  preposterous, 
and  yet  It  is  gravely  proposed  by  a  Oer- 
mao  expert. 

This  Is  Dr.  Leonhard  Meinicke,  a  re- 
tired chemist  and  once  an  expert  at 
Krupp's  works,  said  by  aome  to  be  Oer- 
many'g  most  ambitloua  war  crank,  by 
others  Its  greateat  war  sclenttat. 

Meinicke  Is  said  to  have  given  the 
Urst  Idea  for  the  17-lnrh  "thick  Bertha" 
mortars.  His  present  plan  Is  to  make 
a  few  dozen  guna  so  powerful  that  their 
use  would  virtually  put  an  and  to  the 
war.     Ills  aim  is  a  3g-lnch  siege  gun. 

The  use  of  big  siege  guns  so  far  has 
been  hampered  by  difOculty  of  move- 
ment and  by  the  rapid  dislntegratloa 
of  the  Inner  tubes  caused  by  gases  and 
eroding  acids. 

Meinicke  saya  that  neither  of  thaaa  Is 
a  real  obstacle.  Ten  years  ago  they 
were  considered  to  be  obstacles  to  the 
production  of  a  12-Inch  alega  gun.  but 
the  Japaneae  aet  a  a«w  mark  by  turn- 
ing IS-incb  alege  guna  against  Port  Ar- 
thur'a  forts. 

Until  the  present  war  these  12-lnehara 
were  considered  to  be  the  greatest 
weapons  on  land;  it  was  doubted 
whether  larger  weapena  c«uld  ba  moTcd 
on    Europe's    rallroada.

The  handicap  motor  boat  races  for 
the  Qreen  Cup.  held  on  Sunday  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Victoria 
rYacht  Club,  was  a  very  close  contest.

A  shortage  of'threatalag  machlaes  Is 
antielpatdd'  fiT  so&^e '  pdrts  of  'th*  Pro- 
vince and  machine  owners  who  will  be 
able  tC' .  ta|f«  their  machinea  Into  other 
^districts  .are  .  advised  to  communicate 
with  the  department  of  agriculture. 


"Most  marked  successes  for  our  arms 
were  gained  In  the  first  atUok  near  tke 
town  of  Dellatltcbt,  on  the  Nlemon.

"In  the  region  of  tha  Kovel-8any 
railway  many  stub^m  engagements  oc- 
curred on  the  left  bank  of  the  Stylr.

.Ing  near  the  Santa  Pe  freight  olRoes  In 
;the  business  district  exploded.  The 
force  of  the  explosion  shook  down 
many  buildings  and  threw  burning 
'gasoline  in  nvery  direction.  A  few  min- 
utes later  Ardmore  was  at  the  mercy 
of  scores  of  flres. 

I  At  >  o'clock  tonight  -  the  flres  were 
junder  control  and  the  city  was  under 
partial  law.  Private  residences  im- 
mediately were  thrown  open  to  the  in- 
jured and  scores  of  men  were  forking 
tonight  in  the  smouldering  ruins  along 
■^ain  Street,  in  search  of  additional 
Tictlma.  Not  a  single  building  on  Main 
Street  eacapod  damat*k  either  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  force  of  the  explosion  or  of 
the  flres  following.  The  publishing 
J9lants  of  the  Daily  Ardmorite  and  the 
statesman  »re  damaged.  All  school 
Jftulldlngs.  busineaa  houaea  and  resl- 
dencea  within  twelve  blocks  of  the 
bualness  district  bear  evidence  of  the 
explosion.  PracticaUy  every  window  In 
the  city  was  shattered. 
<  Two  workmen  were  repairing  the 
tank  at  2:20  o'clock  this  afternoon

,hammer.  A  spark  from  tho  blow 
Ignited  fumoM  escaping  through  a  small 
^leak.  The  explosion  followed  and  the 
two  workmen  were  blown  to  plecen. 
The  shock  shattered  the  Ardmore  rail- 
road station  used  by  the  fianta  Fe, 
'Frisco  and  Rock  Island  rallroadn  and

scores  of  other  buildings  took  Are  from 
the  flying  liquids.

The  Russian  staCt  has  inforntatlon 
that  the  Germane  have  undertaken  a 
new  grouping  of  their  forcea  for  an  ex- 
tenaive  flanking  movement  from  the 
direction  of  Novogrodek  aoutheast  to- 
wards Nesflvlge  and  Lutsk,  the  high- 
way to  Botsyrsk,  the  principal  crossing 
of  the  Great  Bereslna,  l>etween  Borisow 
and  the  Junction  of  the  Berensina  and 
with  the  Dnieper.  This  region  la  com- 
IMtratfvely  unencumbered  with  marshes 
and  forests,  and  offers  a  favorable*  ter- 
rain for  such  manoeuvres.  East  of  Vllna 
stubborn  battles  are  raging  In  the  region 
of  Vllelka,  where  the  Germans  have  suc- 
ceeded in  advancing  northward  toward 
Vllelka  to  the  eastward  of  the  railway 
running  from  Molodechno  to  Vllelka. 
Battles  are  also  progressing  rapidly 
southward  of  Veilika,  but  the  latter 
point  and  Molodechno  Junction  still  re- 
msln  in  Russian  hands. 

From  Lida  and  the  Oawia  Rtjrer  the 
Germans  have  succeeded  In  moving  east- 
ward to  the  village  of  Ide,  where  they 
brought  heavy  artillery.  This  put  a 
stop  to  the  progress  of  the  Russians  to- 
ward the  village  of  Hodgurio.  By  In- 
tensive operations,  the  Teutons  are  try- 
ing to  flank  the  forested  region  between 
the  Niemen  affluents. 

Slmujtaneously  they  are  continuing 
their  movement  southeastward  from 
Novogrodek  In  tho  direction  of  Nesavige 
and  Slutsk  in  an  endeavor  to  reach  the 
highway  from  Slutsk  to  Botsyrsk  as  a 
movement  directly  at  Minsk  from  the 
right  bank  of  the  Niemen  from  Hodgurio 
as  well  as  from  Nestelk  would  bend  the 
front  conaiderably  and  might  expose  tho 
German  armies  to  attacks  on  their  rear 
or  their  flank.

Tha  Crown  Prince,  this  oflfloer  aay%  re- 
peatedly ordered  attache  known  Ip  ba 
foolhardy  by  other  experienced  olBcers, 
but  would  not  liaten  to  advice.  On  two 
occasions  prominent  memliers  of  his 
sUfI  pleaded  with  him  not  to  sacrlHce 
men  in  view  of  certain  repulses,  but  the 
Crown  Prince  paid  no  heed.. 

"It  is  not  aurprialng,"  the  officer  aaid, 
"that  the  Crown  Prince  haa  broken 
down,  aa  he  was  constantly  on  duty  and 
refused  to  take  proper  rest.  He  was 
blindly  obsessed  with  the  desire  to 
smash  the  enemy's  lines,  with  the  re- 
sult that  a  serious  nervous  condition 
set  in." 

The  (German  officer  prophesied  that 
the  Crown  Prince's  place  would  be  taken 
by  von  Mackensen.  who  would  ^eave  the 
eastern  front  so  entrenched  for  the  win- 
ter that  the  Russians  would  be  unable  to 
force  their  way  through.  ^
